A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the can­ 


didates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted lover a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a 


cross mark, X atter the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for.
